We preſent herewith, the State of the Accompts of this Inſtitution, for the laſt Year, 
whereof the Balance in its Favour is £.8712 5s 64d. excluſive of /. 4400 ſubſcribed 
by Friends on Annuities, for the Lives of themſelves, or their Nominees, and the Legacy 
of John Fothergill, of Fifty Pounds per annum in Perpetuity, as formerly reported. 


From the State of the Family at the cloſe of the ſaid Year, it appears there were then 
183 Boys, and 105 Girls, total 288, whence it is evident that the deficiency in the num- 
ber of Girls, which has exiſted for ſeveral Years, continues. 


The Amount of Annual Subſcriptions in 1790, is L. 873 rar. 6d. and of Legacies and 
Donations, J. 655 15s. 4d. including FL. 100 ariſing by the deceaſe of George Wakefield, 
late of North Shields, who was one of the Annuitants. The Balance of Stock exceeding 
the preceding Year, being only £.243 os. 11d. the neceſſity is evident of the conti- 
nuance of thoſe aids, which the Inſtitution has hitherto derived from the liberality of 
Friends.
